bought (he mansion in 1810 and tit- 
ted it up w ith liticent expen- 
diture calculated to make the eyes of 
the plain old Dutch burghers start 
from their sockets. He imported 
hangings, furniture and plate from 
Prance, the only remnant of this 
splendor now in the house bein 
wall paper in the room known as the 
Council Chamber, where Washington 
and his generals held th< 

■ tiled the fate of (he 
nation. This wall piper is droll 
enough, of a bright green hue, de- 
corated with panels of white morning 
glories, li cost Mr. Jumel the nice 

little sum I roll. 

The Jumels entertained lavishly. 
Madam's coach was drawn by eight 
horses. Everytbitl conducted 

on a princely Ri . i'tcr (he death 

of Napoleon tin nt abroad, 

and w ived in many id' the 

Madame's wit, beauty ami fascination 

won much admiration. 

In 1829 M. Jumel lost a good share 
of his estate, and Madame returned 
alone to this country and proceeded 
(o economize. She lived quietly and 
unostentatiously, took the reins in 
her hands, looked after the country 
ave OUt (he household stores 
and sold the fruit from the tiv 
the place. It is said that the brilliant 
belle beoame absolutely penurious at 
this time, and there is a story by one 
of her old servants thai she caused

rooms, and spent a good share of her 
time in picking them oxer, counting 
and recounting (hem. 

In L839 M. Jumel. alert, accom- 
plished, a great waltaer at To, x\as 
thrown from a wagon and died from
